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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 and 103 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1,4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Harris et al (5,424,261), for reasons 
of record. 

3. Claims 1,4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Sugiura et al (5,165,983) for 
reasons of record. 

4. Claims 1 ,4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Japanese document 08157265, for 
reasons of record.

Applicants' argument that the increment in warp after heat treatment is not 
recognized by the prior art is not persuasive in overcoming the rejection. Harris et al 
teach low camber (warp) is achieved by applying weight to aluminum nitride bodies 
during sintering, see column 4, lines 39-42. In the examples of Sugiura et al there is no 
sign of warpage. The Japanese document uses setters in a process not unlike the 
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instant invention. Applicants have not shown by way of tangible evidence that the prior 
art of record possess properties outside the claimed properties. 

The Japanese document 5-229873 teaches aluminum nitride bodies that are 
made by sandwiching the AIN bodies between boron nitride setters. The sintered body 
experienced no warpage after sintering, see abstract. The process of the Japanese 
document is not unlike that of the instant invention therefor it would be expected that the 
same product would be formed. 

Applicants have not supplied any tangible evidence that the distribution of the 
sintering agents in the instant invention is different than that of the sintered bodies in the 
prior art references and that the claims reflect these differences. The comparative 
examples of the instant disclosure do not come close to exemplifying the products of the 
prior art references because substantially different processes are used. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Enloe et al (5,017,434 and 4,920,640) are cited as prior art of 
interest for teaching two more examples of sintering AIN bodies between BN setters.
